Crowded galleries in the legislative chamber were 
electrified on Wednesday afternoon when His Worship 
Mayor Joseph A. Clarke stood up in the members’ gallery 
and charged O. L. McPherson, U.F.A., Little Bow, form- 
er Speaker and former minister of public works, with be- 
ing a “liar”. 

One of the largest crowds of the entire session flock- 
ed to the legislative chamber to hear the members con- 
tinue debate in committce of the whole assembly, on the 
bill, sponsored by Hon. J. F. Lymburn, K.C., attorney 
general, aimed to muzzle the press of this province in its 
reporting of matters of public interest connected with 
civil proceedings in the courts of Alberta. 


Mayor Seated In Public Gallery 


His Worship the Mayor had entered the members’ 
gallery and was waiting to see if the bill amending the 
Edmonton city charter would be touched. Mr. McPherson 
rose to speak and delivered a diatribe against the press. 
He referred to his own physical attack upon Charles E. 
Campbell, owner and publisher of The Edmonton Bulletin, 
near the door of the legislature on Monday evening. He 
alleged that following the affair, a Liberal ‘‘council of war” 
had held a caucus and among those present was “Fighting 
Joe” Clarke. 


You’re a Liar! Shouts Mayor 


i His Worship jumped to his feet and shouted “You're 
a liar.” 

The member for Little Bow continued and as the 
Mayor moved for the door of the gallery, with an orderly 
by his side, he turned again and shouted down, ‘He's a 
liar and he knows it.” 


Mr. Speaker Takes Appropriate Action 


A motion was moved by Gordon Forster, U.F.A., Hand 
Hills, that the incident be reported to Mr. Speaker, which 
was done later in the evening, and Mr. Speaker declared 
he would take ‘appropriate’? measures to prevent a re- 
currence. 

The incident was typical of the frayed tempers of 
members. 

As has been the case throughout, opposition members 
battled the efforts of the U. F. A. steam-roller to muzzle 
the press. 


Some measure of success was attained, as Hon. J. F. 
Lymburn, K.C., attorney general, added a clause to the 
bill to the effect that press comment would be permissible 
in cases started before the bill was passed. 

He declared this addition was being made at the re- 
aquest of the two principals of two cases now before the 
courts.

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Change 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


There is an old saying, “Nothing endures ex- 
cept change.” If you will think it over, you will 
find that this is certainly true. Although the 
changes may occur so slowly that from day to 


_day we are not conscious of them, nevertheless, 


if you will think back ten years, you will find 
that your life has changed in 
a great many respects. It 
seems to me, that as long as 
circumstances are going to 
change, the best plan is to 
change along with them. 

It is a curious fact that 
those who refuse to change, 
must find that in the course 
of time they become bored 
and dissatisfied. On the other 
hand, he who changes is 
fulfilling one of the mighty 
laws of life, the law of growth. Taken as an 
average, the person who is changing, growing, 
and reaching out finds life much ‘more inter- 
esting than the person who refuses to accept 
a change of any type. The latter individual 
“stands pat’ or becomes conservative and the 
outer lack of varicty is reflected in an inner 
barrenness which in turn induces a mental feel- 
ing of discouragement, discontent, or depres- 
sion.

April 18 is a black day in the 
calendar of our insurance com- 
i On Apri! 18, 1856, Quebec 
City had one of those great con- 
flagrations which were periodical 
there until the citizens awoke to 
the need for a capable fire bri- 
gade and an efficient water sup- 
ply. Beginning early in the morn- 
ing the flames swept by a strong 


wind, destr everything in 
their path for over 24 hours. In 
all 1,200 houses and several 


churches were destroyed, causing 
much suffering as the spring was 
backward and the homeless suf- 
fered much by cold. Many deaths 
were attributed to that misery, 
although there were no actual 
deaths from the fire itself. 

On April 19, 1904, Toronto had its 
greatest fire.

“Please keep firmly in your 
mind the fact that the basic divi- 
dends are to be issued under the 
proposed scheme as free gifts. That

Industrial Disputes Mea-| 


sure to Have Third Read. 


ing Shortly 


Sponsored by Hon. George Hoad- 
Jey, minister of trade and industry, 
the bill respecting industrial dis- 
putes, providing for establishment 
of zones, conferences of employees 
and employers, working hours and 
other matters appertaining to in- 
dustry, was passed through com- 
mittee of the whole legislature on 
Wednesday and now stands ready 
for third reading. 

This bill was piloted through 
committee in face of strong pro- 
tests by several opposition mem- 
bers that manufacturers and other 
employers and interests should be 
given ample opportunity to study 
the legislation prior to passage of 
the legislation. 


Earlier in the day, the bill had | 


received second reading at the 
hands of the house. 

Hon. Mr. Hoadicy informed the 
house that an’ additional part would 


be introduced giving the govern- | 


ment power to deal: with gasoline 
standards. This Act in its entirety, 


was similar to that passed in On- | 


tario, he said. This bill would ap- 
ply to all industries save mining 
and agriculture. 

Fred J. White, provincial Labor 
leader, declared the bill was only 
compulsory in the case of agree- 
ments between employees and em- 
ployers, to which the Minister 
added that it made provision for 
conferences and aimed at avoiding 
disputes on both sides. 

The Minister suggested that as he 
had to go east, he desired some time 
before the Act would be brought 
into force and it was suggested that 


May 15 would be a good time. This! 


was not entirely acceptable to Mr. 
White. 

W. Harry Ross, Liberal, Calgary 
declared that the bill had just been 
Jaid on the desks of members. Em- 
ployers in this province, having a 
large investment, should be given 
a chance to read the Act 

On a vote to bring the Act into 
operation only on proclamation, the 
majority ruled against. 

Col. F. C. Jamieson, V.D. K.C 
Conservative, Edmonton suggested 
that the bill should be brought 
effect by proclamation and not 
when given assent. This would en- 
able an examination of a similar 
Act passed in Ontario.

picture omits Prince George, youngest son who is 
now the Duke of Kent.
